Awad pessimistic after High 


Court hears legal arguments

The High Court of Justice yester- 
day heard legal arguments in the 
case of Palestinian human rights ac- 
tivist Mubarak Awad, who is ap- 
pealing a deportation order. Justices 
Aharon Barak, Gavriel Bach and 
Shoshana Netanyahu gave no indi- 
cation when they would reach a 
decision. 

Yesterday's arguments by attor- 
neys for Awad and the Interior Min- 
istry focused on the legal status of 
Jerusalem's Arab residents. 

Awad, head of the Palestinian 
Centre for the Study of Nonvio- 
lence, is challenging acting Interior 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir’s order to 
deport him. He told reporters that 
he thought his chances of winning in 
court were slim. 

“As a Palestinian in an Israeli 
court I have no chance,” he said. 
“Also as a Christian in a Jewish 
court, I have no chance.” 

Awad noted that prison authori- 
ties had treated him well and had 
even provided him with vegetarian 
food since he does not eat meat.

If he is deported, he said, he will 
consider every possible means to re- 
turn, including boarding a sailboat 
bound for Israel, or even converting 
to Judaism and immigrating under 
the Law of Return. 

As for his role in the five-month- 
old Palestinian uprising, Awad de- 
nied writing any of the leaflets put 
out by the uprising’s underground 
leadership, but said that “if they 
used my writings. 'm proud of it.” 

The arguments presented con- 
cerned whether the “Law of En- 
trance into Israel” applies to East 
Jerusalem residents and whether 
Awad. as someone born and raised 
in East Jerusalem, is a resident in a 
qualitatively different sense from a 
person granted “residency” status 
after entering the country. 

State Attorney Nili Arad argued 
that people are in this country ac- 


cording to the Law of Citzenship, ἡ 


the Law of Return or the Law of 
Entry into Israel. Since the first two 
do not apply to Awad — or to other 
East Jerusaiem residents — then the 
Law of Entry into Israel applies.

Soviet panel favours missile pact 


MOSCOW (Reuter) — A joint com- 
mnission of the Soviet parliament 
yesterday recommended ratification 
of the superpower treaty to ban me- 
dium-range missiles, but officials 
said a final decision would depend 
on what the U.S. Senate does. 

The foreign affairs commissions 
of the two Soviet houses of parlia- 
ment unanimously endorsed the 
treaty on Intermediate-range Nucle- 
ar Forces (INF) and retumed it to 
the Presidium of the Supreme Sovi- 
et, the highest state body, which will 
make the final decision on ratifica- 
tion. é 

Given the Kremlin’s endorsement 
of the treaty, signed by Reagan and. 
Gorbachev at last December's sum- 
mit in Washington, a favourable de- 
cision by the presidium is considered 
all but certain. But Soviet officials 
said yesterday the Presidium was 
not expected to (ake its decision un- 
til after the U.S. Senate votes on the 
INF accord. - 

Asked.why the. Presidium could 
not go ahead and take its own deci- 
sion, Victor, Karpov, head of the 
Foreign Ministry's arms control and 


disarmament directorate, said: “We 
are ready tc ratify it and we have 
recommended that it be ratified. 
But we should be sure that we are 
not alone.™ 
Karpov, who was involved in ne- 
gotiating the treaty, spoke to Soviet 
and Westem reporters outside the 
chambers of the Supreme Soviet fol- 
lowing the joint commission's vote. 
U.S. conservative Republican 
senators have been waging a largely 
symbolic fight to block the INF ac- 
cord, under which the superpowers 
will scrap medium- and sborter- 
range missiles with a range of 500- 
5,000 km. Its eventual ral is 
not in serious doubt. But one Senate 
arms expert, Democrat Sam Nunn 
of Georgia, has estimated that there 
is only ἃ 60 per cent chance of Sen- 
ate approval before President Rea- 
gan arrives in Moscow next Sunday. 
has said that failure to 
have an approved INF treaty to take 
with him to Moscow would put a 
strain on his fourth summit with 
Gorbachev. 
Auatoli Dobrynin, the Commu- 
nist Party's senior adviser on foreign 


affairs, said the joint commission 
had taken into account that the So- 
viet Union “would have to eliminate 
many more missiles than the U.S. 
But there are no grounds for con- 
cern, because the defence capability 
of the Soviet Union and its allies is 
strongly provided™ for. 


Under the pact, the Soviet Union 
is obliged to destroy 1,752 medium- 
and shorter-range missiles. while 
the United States will scrap 859. 

In Washington, Secretary of State 
George Shultz, saying it’s “time to 
decide," has urged the Senate to 
approve the treaty banning medi- 
um-range nuclear missiles in time 
for the summit. 


“It’s certainly possible,” Shultz 
said Sunday night of prospects for 
such a treaty. Speaking on ABC- 
TV's “This Week With David 
Brinkley.” the Secretary added: 
“And I feel certain that at the Mos- 
cow summit we will both want fo 
agree to keep working on it hard.

MOSCOW (Reuter) - Kremlin 
chief Mikhail Gorbachev on Sunday 
despatched a prompt salute to new 
Hungarian jeader Karoly Grosz, 
seen by many analysts as an East 
European counterpart to the Mos- 
cow feformer.

Greek bombs greet 
visit by Turkish FM 


ATHENS (Reuter) -- Left-wing 
Greek terrorists bombed the cars of 
Turkish diplomats yesterday to pro- 
test against a visit by Turkish For- 
eign Minister Mesut Yilmaz aimed 
at promoting better relations be- 
tween the feuding Nato allies. 

The bombs, which wrecked two 
cars in central Athens, were the 
most serious assault to date on a 
fragile peace initiative launched this 
year by Greece and Turkey. 

The “Revolutionary Organization 
November 17" group claimed re- 
sponsibility for the bombs placed 
under four cars used by Turkish dip- 
lomats. Two devices were defused 
by police. No one was injured. 


_ It was the first time that “Novem- 


ber 17" has joined the campaign 
against the reconciliation process 


begun in January by Prime Ministers 
Andreas Papandreou of Greece and 
Turgut Ozal of Turkey during talks 
in Davos, Switzerland. 

Violent street protests marred a 
visit by Istanbul Mayor Bedrettin 
Dalan in April. Some 3,500 police 
and security forces have been mobi- 
lized to protect the Turkish foreign 
minister. 

Security forces, who see the visit 
as a test-run for a meeting between 
Papandreou and Ozal in mid-June, 
hustled the foreign minister through 
the airport and to a heavily-guarded 
hotel on the outskirts of Athens. 

Yilmaz's blunt comments on 
Greek-Turkish issues have pro- 
voked several diplomatic exchanges 
recently, but when asked by report- 
ers what he expected from this visit, 
he said: “Friendship.

RAMALLAH - The boys of al-Amari were not at the 

barricades yesterday morning. 

The entrance to this refugee camp near Ramallah — for 
‘months an arena of skirmishes between children and soldiers 
—was deserted. Gone were the crowds of youngsters burning 
tyres. brandishing slingshots, pitching stones and taunting 
soldiers. . ᾿ 

Instead, there was an almost forgotten sight: children 
walking to school with packs on their backs. 

The boys of al-Amari were in school, scrubbed and 
groomed. They sat at their desks and obeyed their teachers 
commands, as if there were no intifeda and they had never 
ruled the streets, confronting soldiers while their elders 
merely looked on. . ΜΝ τ 

“There's discipline here today, intifada or πὸ intifada, 
said a teacher. “They listen to us. Everything’s under con- 
trol.” 

Discipline. That's the message the headmaster of the 
Unrwa elementary school conveyed to his students as the first 
day of classes began after a four-month closure by the mili- 
tary government. The shutdown had been ordered after

Pupils at al-Amari said makeshift classes had been operat- 
ing at the local mosque during the closure. They said several 
dozen elementary school pupils attended the classes, study- 
ing Islam, arithmetic and science. 

The head of the administration, Tat-Aluf Shaike Erez, 
visited the al-Mugbtaribin school in ¢l-Bireh to see the re- 
opening, and in a brief and stiff encounter with pupils in a 
classroom, exhorted them to stick to their books.

Tel Aviv’s population is stil

TEL AVIV — The municipality's εἴς 
forts to halt the steady decline in the 
city’s population have been in vain, 
according to the statistical yearbook 
for 1987 just released by the munici- 
pality. 

The k states that at the 
end of 1986 the city’s population 
stood at 320,300, a drop of almost 
1% from the 322,800 figure at the 
end of 1985. 

If present trends continue, city 
officials state, the city population 
could drop as low as 270,000 by the 
year 2000, in sharp contrast with 
the 400,000 residents envisaged by 
the architects of the city’s recent 
master plan. 

. Since 1972, when the municipality 

started the regular compiling of sta- 
tistics, there has been an average 
decline in population of almost 
3,000 a year, and altogether the city 
has shrunk by 43,500.

THEN there is Nudel’s own appeal 
to the Soviet Ministry of the Interi- 
or, sent from her home i in Rehovot 


“More than 10 years of his life 
Leonid Lubman, a Jew, has spent in 
prison camps under ‘strict’ rule. 
Hunger, cold, and total isolation. 
He has been allowed no correspon- 
dance with his ageing father, a hero 
of the Second World War decorated 
19 times! For some years now, the 5 
kg. food package that is every pris- 
poe right to receive once a year 

has been denied to him. Leonid’s 
mother died some years ago, speed- 
ed on her way by her son’s hard- 
ships, and now the father has also 
been denied visiting privileges 

“Every month like: clockwork 
Leonid is sent for 15 days solitary 
confinement, where he is fed only 
every second day and then only the 
barest minimum. All the charges 
against him are fabrications and 
forgeries. For being a proud Jew 
with his heart set on a life in Israel, 
and for refusing to cooperate with 
the Soviet regime... 

“Ten years of constant abuse have 
reduced [him] to a chronically sick 
man. He receives no medical atten- 
tion and is on the verge of insanity 
due to the deprivations he has 
endured.” 

No, her letter did not remain un- 
answered. Here is part of the reply 
from the Interior Ministry's depart- 
ment of medicine:

A FEW WEEKS AGO, an ad in a 
Jewish weekly exhorted readers to 
join a motorcade to the home of 
Paul Conrad “to present this human 
pig with a real pig.” The message 
was signed by the hitherto unknown 
People United Against Jew-Hatred, 
which answered to the same phone 
number as the Jewish Defence 


League. : 
Conrad, the editorial cartoonist 
for the Los Angeles Times, was at 
home but declined the porcine 
“gift.” In a less crude fashion, how- 
ever, large segments of the Jewish 
community over the last five months 
have their increasing re- 
sentment toward the Times in gener- 
al and its acid-penned cartoonist in 


particular. 

Judged ‘with detachment, Conrad 
serves as the lightning rod for the 
hostility felt by most Jewish Ange- 
lenos for the heavy and unflattering 
coverage given the West Bank and 
Gaza confrontations by the national 
and pair meee including televi- 
sion, radio, and the print press. 

Yet Conrad is something more 
than an innocent whipping boy. A 
man of fierce convictions and a mul- 
tiple Politzer Prize winner, he regu- 
larly scourges conservative politi- 
cians, from the President on down, 
and ἴδοι on pe liberal side of dicen 
issues. He is blindly partisan in his 
hatred of abortion, which may. re- 
flect his Catholic faith, and only 
slightly less hostile towards Israel, 
which he visited last October for 
four days.

Racial tensions simmer on 


China’s ancient Silk Road ~ 


Andrew Roche / Kashgar, China 
ANCIENT RACIAL and religious 
hatreds still simmer in this remote 
oasis city on China’s fabled silk 
road, ruled from Peking but geo- 
graphically and culturally closer to 
Turkey. 

Han Chinese hold most of the 


leading Communist Party posts in . 


the region, once known as Chinese 
Turkestan, despite being outnum- 
bered by Moslem Central Asians, 
some blue-eyed and auburn-haired, 
whose resentment of the settlers 
from the east has contributed to 
Kashgar’s bloody history. 

Local government officials con- 
firmed for the first time this month 
that an organized uprising against 
Chinese rule took place as late as 
the early 1980s. 

Moslem peasants in Payzawat, 
100 kilometres east of Kashgar, 
raided a military armoury and’ at- 
tacked Han Chinese with the stolen 
weapons. Units of the Peaple’s Lib- 
eration Amny crushed the rebellion, 
with many deaths. local people from 
the Mosiem Uighur ethnic group 
said. 

Kashgar's vice-mayor Mohamed 
Emin, a Uighur but a non-Moslem 
Communist Party member, said a 
group “bent on destroying ethnic 
unity” had been responsible. 

Payzawat — called Jiashi County 
by Peking — is closed to foreigners 
although overseas tour groups now 
regularly visit Kashgar. Local 
sources said the rebellion followed 
riots in Kashgar in 1981 that explod- 
ed when a Chinese shopkeeper shot 
dead a Uighur peasant who had 
parked a donkey-cart load of ma- 
nure outside his premises. 


GOVERNMENT and party offi- 
cials insist that ethnic divisions and 
religious persecution are a thing of 


the Han Chinese colonial invaders 
in the region of deserts and moun- 
tains three times the size of France 
named Xinjiang (once written as 
Sinkiang) or “new dominion™ by the 
China's Manchu emperors. 

“We want our own independent 
country, as the Tibetans do. But it is 
impossible now because too many 
Chinese have come already. There 
is no hope.” said one well-educated 
Uighur.

The fourth clement that contrib- 
uted to the development of strong 
emotional bonds uniting black peo- 
ples was the offence of white su- 
premacy rule in South ana 
desia and the Portuguese colonies.

And if he has chosen now to let

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Health crisis revisited 


THE dreadful state in which Israel’s public health system finds 
‘itself did not originate yesterday, nor is it unique to this 
country. Medical services nearly all over the industrial world 
are in a mess and betray roughly the same symptoms of 


Contrary to general opinion, the malaise is not so much a 
function of administrative failure as the price of historic pro- 
gress. The better medicine gets, and the more effective, the 
more expensive it becomes. The question is, who will carry the 
cost, or most of it: the government through its budget or the 
individual medical-insurance-paying citizen? Or perhaps the 
medical personnel, notably the physicians, by having their 
wages kept as low as possible? 

The present rash of “sanctions” by doctors in government 
and Kupat Holim Clalit hospitals is only the latest manifesta- 
tion of the malaise. If a financial arrangement with doctors, 
designed to cut surgery waiting lists but without requiring 
patients to cover the expense, was unacceptable, as the Trea- 
sury insists, what was the alternative? Was it to oblige all but 
the indigent to pay what their medical care cost, leaving the 
care of the “truly” needy to the mercies of public charity, 
meaning simply to privatize the public health system? 

Not so, declares the finance minister. All he wished, Moshe 
Nissim explained, was to introduce enough private medicine 
into the system, for example, through “supplementary” health 
insurance, to relieve the government's budgetary burden. To 
some, however, this seems a neat way of suggesting that public 
medicine, the poor cousin, be fed crumbs from the table of its 


One of those who so interprets Mr. Nissim’s prescription is 
Health Minister, Shoshana Arbeli-Almosiino. Despairing of 
the Cabinet's and Treasury’s procrastination amid crisis, Mrs. 
Arbeli-Almoslino a week ago called on the president, Chaim 
Herzog, to step into the breach himself. The president con- 
sented, on the understanding that both sides to the current 


He then proposed setting up a state commission of inquiry 
on the health crisis. It was immediately welcomed by, among 
others, Mr. Nissim, who may have viewed it as a means of 
buying time in‘ an election year. But Mr. Nissim’s one basic 
condition was that the commission's recommendations not 
entail any increase in the government's health budget. 
ment on this thomy issue was to have been worked 
out between the leaders of the two major parties before 
yesterday’s Cabinet meeting. This did not occur. Instead, the

That report was the work of a public committee, appointed 
by Mrs. Arbeli-Almoslino, and headed by Weizmann Institute 


At least some of the Trainin Committee's proposals seem 
eminently worthy of approval: such as the idea of a compul- 
sory State medical insurance, and the suggestion for a hospital 
authority. Whether or not the government deems it advisable 
to accept them. either in whole or in part, it would surely be 
unconscionably wasteful to start the committee's fact-finding

small committee of ministers should 
be set up forthwith to deal with the 
problem. : 

After Arbeli-Almoslino men- 
tioned that the Trainin Committee 
had submitted its final recommen- 
dations to her before the weekend, 
Energy Minister Moshe Shahal said 
it made sense for all the ministers to 
study those recommendations be- 
fore taking further decisions. This 
might help close the gap between 
the Treasury and the Health Minis- 
try. Shahal said. 

Arbeli-Almoslino undertook to 
see to it that all the ministers got 
their copies of the full report within 
a day or two, and the cabinet agreed 
to defer all discussion till next Sun- 
day. Most of the ministers have put 
their names down to speak. 

The health minister said she 
would agrée to an independent in- 
quiry, but couldn't understand why 
the government had “not touched” 
the first three of four chapters of the 
Trainin report six weeks after she 
had presented them to the cabinet. 

Arbeli-Almoslino appointed an 
-11-member, top-level committee a 
year ago to recommend ways of re- 
forming the public health system. 
As a result of pressure from the 
Israel Medical Association. which 
claimed it had not been consulted, 
four of the doctors on the committee 
were forced to resign. But Prof. Na- 
tan Trainin of the Weizmann Lasti- 
tute and Prof. Lehaim Nagar of the 
Ben-Gurion University medical 
school, did not withdraw. 

Arbeli-Almoslino has said she 
will abide by the recommendations 
in the first three chapters, and is 
studyiag the last chapter on hospital 
roa that she received last 
week. 


According to Health Ministry 
sources, Arbeli-Almoslino informed 
the president a week ago on Sunday 
that the Trainin report was about to 
be issued, and was thus surprised 
when he publicly announced on 
Thursday night the need for a state 
commission of inquiry on the same 
issues dissected by Trainin. 

The 300-page report recom- 
mends, among other things, the es- 
tablishment of a state hospital au- 
thority that would encompass all the 
government hospitals and eventual- 
ly the Kupat Holim hospitals. In- 
stead of offering medical services 
and supervising these services, the 
ministry would be free to set health 
policy, initiate legislation, offer crit- 
icism and ensuré observance of its 


policy by the state authority and its 
itals. 


Patients would be able to undergo 
treatment and surgery in the hospi- 
tals during an afternoon and evening 
second shift, which does not yet ex- 
ist. There is some disagreement 
among the authors over whether this 
would be paid for by the patient, 
who would pay the hospital for the 
right to choose his own doctor or to 
wait a shorter time. 


At the end of yesterday's cabinet 
meeting, Arbeli-Almoslino ex- 
pressed her‘ pledsure, for the first 
time, with the discussions, and said 
that justice was finally being done. 

Nissim, in the meeting, rejected 
the health minister's claims that he 
was responsible for the hospital cri- 
sis, arguing that it would have been 
easy and popular for him to accede 
to every wage demand, but this 
would have toppled the economy. 
He expressed a willingness to study 
the Trainin recommendations and 
to consider a hospital authority, but 
noted that unless Kupat Holim hos- 
pitals joined this system at the same 
time as the state hospitals, there 
would be chaos. 


Vice Premier Peres maintained 
that the nation’s health could not be 
measured solely in economic terms. 
and that the 7 per cent increase in 
state income should have been spent 
partly on upgrading the hospital 
system. 

Histadrut young activists are to 
begin a protest vigil outside the Fi- 
nance Ministry this morning 2s part 
of the Jabour federation’s campaign 
against “the destruction of the pub- 
lic heaith system.” 

The vigil is planned to Jast a num- 
ber of weeks, with various Hista- 
drut-affiliated bodies taking respon- 
sibility for manning the protest. 

Gidon Ben-Yisrael, head of the 
Histadrat’s organizational depart-, 
ment, yesterday accused Nissim of 
Garing to do “what even Margaret 
Thatcher has not done in England in 
his attacks on the public health 
system." 

Ben-Yisrael met with labour 
council and Na’amat officials yester- 
day to plan the Histadrut's cam- 
_Paign. The officials decided to orga- 
mize protest meetings at all of the 
gouatry’s 72 labour councils, and to 
join the protest vigil outside the 
Treasury. 

Bea-Yisrael warned that the His- 
tadrut would take more drastic ac- 
tion, including one-hour protest 
‘strikes, if the health service crisis 
were not resolved soon.

I HAVE JUST returned from a 
short vacation in France that 
spanned the fortnight between the 
two rounds of the presidential elec- 
tions. It turned into something of aa 
busman’s holiday, because I 
couldn't avoid talking — and listen- 
ing to — politics, both Israeli and 
French. 

There were at least three points 
on which I came away enviously per- 
suaded that we could do well to 
emulate the French. 

The highlight of the initial round 
of the presidential elections was sot 
Mitterrand’s coming first, but the 
fact that close to 15 per cent of the 
French electorate had voted for the 
self-declared racist and fascist Le 
Pen. 

The people 1 talked to -- in Paris, 
the Loire Valley and Brittany — were 
the sort who were deeply concerned 
by Le Pen’s showing, and over what 
it could augur for the future of 


French politics. But 1 never once’ 


heard or read of anyone saying that 
the fact that 15 per cent of the 
French had voted for an out-and-out 
racist meant that France itself was 
going to the dogs, and that perhaps 
one should start thinking seriously 
of leaving France. 

The analogy I am seeking to make 
is to ourselves, of course. It is exact- 
ly that sort of exaggerated reaction 
one has been hearing among a good 
part of the left to centre in Israel, in 


fesponse to the fact that 1.2 percent . 


of the Israeli electorate voted in the 
last elections for an out-and-out rac- 
ist such as Kahane, who is also a 
self-declared enemy of democracy. 


I MADE THIS comment a few days 
ago to a left-wing MK whom I per- 
sonally admire, and he lashed back 
sharply with, *‘What 1.2 per cent are 
you talking about? The racists and 
fascists among us are not just the 
Kahanists. They also include Tehiya 
and Tzomet, a large part of the Li- 
kud and Shas too.” 

I believe he would have included 
Agudat Yisrae} and part of the 
NRP, too, had he not been so 
excited. 

T am aware that the polls have 
been predicting a doubling. or per- 
haps even slightly more, of the Ka- 
bane vote, this time around. But this 
tendency of many among us who are 
legitimately concerned over the 
phenomenon of Kahanism to a 
gerate wildly and to write off ἢ 
the population as racist and fascist -- 
which is often used on the left as the 
equivalent of the children's 
“phooya” for anything they dislike — 
is cause for equal concern. ᾿ 

There are racists and anti-demo- 
cratic elements among us — in regard 
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the French 
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to the latter, on the extreme left and 
among the PLO-aligned Arab par- 
ties, too. But they are as yet margin- 
al to the Isrueli political arena, and 
there is simply no sense in responsi- 
ble politicians and media commen- 
tators insisting on artificially exag- 
gerating their numbers and impact. 

Neither the Likud, nor Tehiya, 
Shas or the Aguda -- whom I often 
find myself in opposition to — are 
fascists. Just as Labour and the Zi- 
onist parties to its left are not PLO 
jackeys just waiting to sel! out Israel 
to Arafat. 

We - meaning Jews, and not only 
the Israeli variety — are a notoriously 
neurotic people. Given that tenden- 
cy, it is irresponsible for our political 


leaders of all political stripes, and. 


for some of our media commenta- 
tors, to seek to inflate artificially the 
magnitude of a real but as yet mar- 
ginal problem besetting our public 
arena. 


It is even more irresponsible to 
seek to translate legitimate political 
differences into terms that under- 
mine our confidence in ourselves as 
a nation and a society. 

The emergence of a Kahane is 
cause for shame and concer. But it 


is not ἃ sign that [srael has failed. . 


The proportion of racists, fascists 
and neo-Nazis in France, West Ger- 
many, Britain and Italy — to mention 
just a few leading European democ- 
racies — is much higher than in Isra- 
el, and no one is questioning their 
viability as democracies. There is no 
reason why, with a much smaller 
proportion of anti-democrats, we 
should be questioning ours. 


WHICH LEADS ME to the second 
point on which we could do well to 
learn from current French politics. 

Following his smashing re-elec- 
tion. President Mitterrand is report- 
ed to have decided to devote his 
second term to an beroic attempt to 
revamp the French political arena, 
by creating a new centre. 

France has beea a deeply divided 
polity and society for the better part 
of this century. Mitterrand is report- 
ed to be attempting the finely bal- 


anced standoff between the tradi-” 


tional right and left by striving to 
move his Socialist party into new 
alliances to establish it as France's 
new political centre. 

It is too early to know whether he 
will succeed, or even if he will perse- 
vere. But the direction of his efforts 
should be of interest to our own 
Labour Party. and especially to Shi-

Professor Shapiro adds inaccura- 
cy to malice by pretending that i 
dealt with such concepts as “Li- 
kud”, “Labour™ and “‘Mr. Shamir.” 
There were no party references in 
my lecture which was rapturously 
received. My central theme. well 
known to readers of The Jerusalem 
Post, was that those who claim a 
hundred per cent of the territory 
and of the sovereignty in the area of 
mandatory Palestine are courting di- 
saster and failute, whether the 
claimants belong to the Palestine 
Movement or to Israeli extremist 
parties. Sovereignty and territory 
must be shared, which is what | 
Promised to the world community 
on Israel's behalf 40 years ago. 

Since my lecture at the Louisiana 
University was identical with those 
which I gave at the UJA conferences 
in Washington and which were the 
subject of hostile comment by Likud 
Sources, it would be equitable for 
your readers to know the reaction of 
those who invited me to Washington 
on March 15.

The greatest 
cause for concern should be the pos- 
‘sibility of the continuation of that 
paralyzing standoff following the 
forthcoming elections. For it has 
been the major factor in the deterio- 
ration of the ability of our govera- 
ments to govern and to addréss 
themselves effectively to a growing 
list of seriqus domestic and foreign 
problems. ; 

The hope of breaking that dead- 
lock lies in revamping the Israeli 
political map through the creation of 
a new centre. Just the opposite of 
the polarizing statements and tep- 
dencies that we"have been hearing, 
and which we can expect during the 
remainder of the interminably long 
election campaign. . 

For the trutb is that when we go 
behind the political facade into Isra- 
el society itself, there is a very large 
middle, whose views and needs have 
been overshadowed by the misguid- 
ed tendency of our mainline politi- 
cians to pull to the extremes. 


MY THIRD POINT is an oid one. 

When Mitterrand decided to dis- 
solve parliament and call for new |. 
elections, it was announced that the 
entire campaign would take about 
three weeks, including all the stages 
required by the pasties to select 
their candidates. The same is the 
case in Britain. 

There is not the slightest reason 
why we should paralyze our entire 
political system for the better part of 
a year when we elect a new Knesset. 
It is difficult to fathom what advan- 
tage the politicians think they and 
their parties will reap from excruci- 
atingly long and horrendously ex- 
pensive campaigns -for expense is 
primarily a factor of duration. 

We are apparently prepared to 
argue ourselves blue in the face over 
such grandiose issues as electoral 
reform and the adoption of a consti- 
tution. which I believe are not in the 
political cards at present.
